Tarn, in 1745, who died a Meinber of the | 
Institute in Paris in L826, The figure now 
unveiled rapresents bim bolding a broken" 
chain in his band, while a girl at bis knee, 
with thé light of intelligence newly dawning 
on her sad visage, holds up to him ip’ 
gratitude a wreath of flowers, Tho best 
monnment to Pinel, however, 4s to be found 


jo, all parte of the civinaed world, wheravar | 
there exists an .naylum for the mentally 
afflicted conducted upon thosa modern 
principlea. of humanity and gentleness which 
have revolutionised everywhere in recent 
times the treatment of the inaano. Accom- 
plished, etudious, and talented, it was not 
hia intellectual gifts that mado bim the 
greatest medical reformer of his age. Pinel, 
anid an ago of wild dnd cruel revolutionary 
* turmoil, by the force of simple kindness won 
such vietories of acience that few conquorors 
of peace can be compared with him. Ina 
happy hour for bumanity he was appointed 
director of the madbouseofthe Bicétrein 1791, 
ata time whan the conditionof the-ingane 
there, as io other European aaylums, waa 
piteous and dreadful beyond exprassion, Tha 
lunatic was then regardéd as an incurable and 
dangorous animal, to bo chained down, ill- 
fed, beaten, and brutalised. Pinol had 
convinced himself by long study and experi- 
ment of the immonse powor of courage and 
com passion; and uftor individually surveying 
his, melancholy charges, and forming all bia 
plans, be demanded permission of the Com- 
mune to carry them into action. One 
Qouthon, afterwards grimly famous ap a 
“Terrorist,” bad the duty of visiting the

“Ha denounced _as_bimeself insane for pro- 
posing to treat auch patients with gentleness 
and indulgence.
